ATHENS. — President George Pa- 
padopoulos yesterday decreed mar- 
ital law throughout Greece and sent 
tanks and troops Into the streets of 
Atbens to crush all remnants of a 
student rebellion. 

The Military Command Imposed 
a 4 pm. curfew in all towns with 
more than 5,000 population,

Africans to ask for 
wider oil boycott 


ADDIS ABABA (Reuter). — Black 
Africa is expected to make an all- 
out effort at a conference of the 
Organization of African Unity 
(OAU) opening here tomorrow to 
get Arab states to impose oil 
sanctions against South Africa, 
Portugal and her African colonies, 
and Rhodesia, informed sources said 


yesterday. 

The three-day meeting is an ex- 
traordinary session of the OAU's 
Council of Foreign Ministers. The 
council will be opened tomorrow 
afternoon by Emperor Haile Selas- 
sie, who will deliver a keynote 
speech, 

The conference will have only 
one major agenda item, proposed 
by Algeria and supported by Tan- 
zania, Zaire and Zambia. It reads: 
“Consideration of the current Mid- 
die East situation with particular 
reference to its effects in Africa.” 

The sources here said it appeared 
that at least some of the great oil 
producers of the Arab world have 
continued to supply oil to the colo- 
nial and white minority regimes in 
Southern Africa, despite the efforts 
of the OAU liberation movements 
to free the continent. 


Black Africa believes that both 
South Africa and Portugal — arch- 
enemies of the OAU — gave active 
Support to Israel in the recent 
Middle East conflict and the ques- 
tion of the Liberation struggle in 
Southern Africa ig now inextri- 
cably bound up with the effects of 
the Middle East situation in Africa. 

Black African states have given 
considerable moral support to the 
Arab cause, and almost all of them 
have now broken off diplomatic re- 
lations with Israel. 

They feel that as a reciprocal 
gesture, the Arab oil-producers 
should now impose mandatory oil 
sanctions on the Southern African 
regimes and generally play a more 
active role in the liberation strug- 
gle. 

Ethiopian Foreign Minister Me- 
nasse Haile flew home early on Fri- 
day, after a 24-hour visit to Egypt 
and talks with President Anwar Sa- 
dat. Details of the talks were not 
made public. 

Haile carried a message from Sa- 
dat to Emperor Haile Selassie, ac- 
cording to press reports, adding that 
the Ethiopian Emperor will be visit- 
ing Egypt soon.

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AEBITRATOR NOT BOUND TO KEEP RECORD 


The Supreme Court dismisseed an 
eppeal against a judgment of the 
Tel Aviv District Court delivered on 
October 8, 1972 (in Misc. Appl. 3390- 
71). 


The appellant and respondent re- 
ferred a dispute between them to ar- 
bitration and the appellant challeng- 
ed the ‘arbitration award, submitting 
inter alia, that it should be set 
aside as the arbitrator had failed to 
keep a record of proceedings and 
had not heard witnesses. The Dis- 
trict Court dismissed the applica- 
tion and gave the appellant leave 
to appeal. 

Paragraph N of the Schedule to 
the Arbitration Law, 1968, provides 
that: “The arbitrator shall act in 


judgment in accordance with the 
material before him. The arbitrator 
shall not be bound by the substan- 
tive law, the rules of evidence or 


Judgment 

Justice Berinson, who delivered 
the judgment of the Supreme Court, 
pointed out that in contradistinction 
to the state of affairs under the 
Arbitration Ordinance, the Schedule 
to the new Arbitration Law, 1968, 
exempts, in N, the arbi~ 
trator from the fetters of the rules 
of procedure obtaining in the courts. 
As, therefore, he continued, the keep- 
ing of records is purely a matter 
of procedure and as the arbitrator 
is not bound by the rules of pro- 
cedure obtaining in the courts 
(where records are required to be 
kept) he is under no legal 
tion to keep a record, particularly 
when the subject matter of the ar- 
bitration is not complicated, when 
the arbitrator is a specialist in the 
field of dispute and when neither 
of the parties has demanded that 
he keep a record. That doea not 


“mean, continued Justice 

that it would not be tas oe 
Teral, to keep a record of proceed- 
ings, for the sake of good order, 
and for the. sake of the arbitrator 
himgelf, the opposing parties and 
the court, if the matter should even- 
tually be referred to it. But failure 
to do so does not afford a reason 
for setting aside an arbitral award, 
as witness, amongst other things, 
the fact that section 24 of the Ar 
bditration Law, which sets out in 
comprehensive form the reasons for 
Setting aside awards, makes no men- 
on of this procedural deficiency. 
Furthermore, heki Justice Berinson, 
the respondent could not show that 
any of justice had oc- 
curred as a result of the arbitra- 
tor’s failure to keep a record, and 
this provided, by virtue of section 86 
(a) of the Arbitration Law, an addi- 
tonal cause for refusing to set aside 
the award. 


As to the arbitrator's failure to 
hear witnesses, it too, held Justice 
Berinson, could not serve as a cause 
for setting aside the award. For 
although section 24(4) of the Arbi- 
tration Law provides that an award 
may be set aside if "a party was 
not given a suitable opportunity to 
state his case or to produce 
evidence,” no party in the present 
tase had claimed that he had been 
refused an opportunity to call wit- 
messes or produce evidence. On the 
contrary, although the parties had 
been represented by counsel, the pro- 
ceedings had been conducted in a 
“homely” atmosphere; the parties 
and their counsel had put their points 
of view to the arbitrator and had - 
contented themselves with that. As 
it was not, therefore, the duty of an . 
arbitrator to demand that testimony 
be produced, this being a matter 
solely for the parties themselves, he 
could not be blamed Yor the fact . 
that no witnesses had been heard. 


The appeal should, therefore, be’ 
dismissed. -

follows: First, the old “bipolar” world that 
featured Russia and the U.S. in conflict

Japan, and Europe are also power centres 
to be reckoned with 

Second, many of the feilures of U.S. 
policy since World War Two can be as- 
cribed to the incapacity of her leaders ta 
set goals snd ‘work consistently: towards 
them 


‘Third, 
Russian society, regardless 
character of particular Russian leaders, 
the U.S. has an interest in dealing with 
the Soviet Union. It must set its own 
goals, and then negotiste with the 
Russians in order to achieve them, forc- 
ing the Russians, if necessary and prac- 
ticable, to go in the desired direction. 

Fourth, the State Deparhment’ bureauc- 
racy should never be with de- 
cision-making, only with execution. 

Finally, diplomacy is useless unless 
allied to military policy. America must 
not be afraid of using its . It is 
futile to rely on the “goodwill” elther of 
allies or adversaries. As well as holding 
out “incentives for conciliation,” the US. 
must bnpose “penalties for ini
